President Clutz's Letter. 
ATcntison, KANs., OCTOBER 16, 1894. 
To the President of the Kansas Synod: 

My Dear Sir and Brother : 1 submit herewith a copy of our latest cata- 
logue, and also a copy of the souvenir number of the J/id/anzd, and would 
respectfully ask that they be referred to a committee for examimation and re- 
port, together with this letter. 

There are several items of special encouragement in our work this year: 

1. Notwithstanding the hard times, we have had the best opening this fall 
in our history. We have now a total enrolment of 102. 

2. During the past year the endowment has been increased nearly $6,000, 
including : 

(a) A farm donated to the college by Rev. Henry Heigerd of the Kansas 
Synod. 

(4) A legacy of $200.00 from a gentleman in Findlay, Ohio. — 

(¢) About $800.00 in cash and notes, contributed by brethren of the Ger- 
man Synod of Nebraska toward the endowment of the German professorship. 

3. We have paid $500.00 on the debt on the Ladies’ Hall, reducing the 
debt to $1,000. The debt on the gymnasium is $300.00, which is practically 
provided for, though we still need from $300.00 to $500.00 additional, to fit 
up the gymnasium completely with baths and apparatus. 

Owing to the hard times the receipts of the Board of Education have been 
somewhat reduced, and hence we are more in arrears than useal at this time 
of the year in current expenses. We are hoping, however, that we may soon 
have sufficient help from the Board to enable us to meet all obligations. The 
deficit now is something like $2,000. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees it was decided to make the 
collection on day of prayer for colleges a collection for a library fund, to buy 
books for the library. We hope this will meet with ‘a liberal response. 

; We earnestly ask the sympathy, prayefs, and co-operation of all the brethren 
of Synod, and of all their people. 

- The theological department is continued. We have six students, fwe of 
whom will be ready for active work next year. 

I hope to be in Synod Friday, p. m., or Saturday, a. m., and would be 
aes if the committee could then report.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


Convention opened at 1 : 30 o’clock with devotional services, led 
by Mrs. G. S. Funk, Peabody. Subject—Faith. 

After learning of the illness of Mrs. Stewart, of Peabody, it was 
ordered, by a rising vote, that a letter of sympathy and good 
cheer be sent to her from the convention. Mrs. Patton and Mrs. 
Good were appointed to perform this duty. 

Roll was called me responded to by repeating a passage of 
Scripture. 

The 60 were and approved. 

The address of welcome, written by Mrs. Porch, was read by 
Mrs. Cunning, of Topeka, to which response was made by the 
President, Mrs. Schauer. 

The President then read her annual address, as follows : 
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President's Address. 
To the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Kansas Synod 
in Convention Assembled at Topeka, October 17th, 1894: Greeting! 

Dear Sisters » Once more the workers of our loved missionary societies are 
privileged to meet and enjoy the sweet converse of mind and spirit which such 
aconvention as this affords,and it occurs to me that a fitting preface to my 
address should be a grateful recognition to our Heavenly Father for His mer- 
ciful dealings with us, and for making the way plain for so goodly a number 
to meet together on this occasion; and, as I look over this audience, I am led 
to contrast it with the first meeting of our Synodical, in 1881, when there were 
only seven ladies in attendance, four of whom were officers of the society. 
We are led to exclaim, “ Behold, what hath God wrought!” Is it not right 
that we pause amidst our work, for a season at least, and think, and talk, and 
express views, and perfect plans for the year to come—what progress we have 
made in our mission work; and, for those of us who have been longer on the 
journey, to point out the cross roads, and may be, with larger experience, we 
can suggest a more effectual way for the work of our younger sisters, and they 
in turn may help us by their experiences. To this end have we met, and may 
the time allotted us be a delightful and profitable one, and on this our four- 
teenth anniversary we will pause and ask with the poet: 

“ What of thy mission? 
What fields hast thou won? 
What good accomplished at this eventide 
To hear the glad ‘ Well done?’ 
For thou hast truth. From everlasting days 
To everlasting doth God's purpose stand. 
And thou shalt help to bring 
Unto His praise a glad, redeemed land.” 

No doubt many of you can say with myself that the work during the year 
past has not been without its difficulties and discouragements, even though it 
is a delightful work to us all; but have we not learned from these difficulties 
that such conditions tend to greater development spiritually, and that a certain 
amount of resistance is necessary to success, for when our hindrances are over- 
| tome by prayerful, persistent effort, it helps to develop mental power adequate 
for our work, and every time this is done the soul finds itself on a higher plane. 
And in presenting you with the usual annual address as your presiding officer, 
it will be expected of me to speak particularly of those things which have most 
impressed me during the year of our work just closing, and chiefly of these I 
want to speak of the work among the 

CHILDREN. 

I never realized as of later years how much the children around us are 
moulded and influenced by the magnetic outflowings of our own characters, so 
that the prophetic words of the Bible, “No man liveth unto himself,” have be- 
some a subtler truth to me than I ever imagined. It has been said that the 
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children of to-day are the hope of the future. Methinks a more correct way 
would have been to say, As they are trained in youth so will the future reveal 
to us. Oh how much depends upon owr earnestness! how apparent to us, then, 
as professors of religion and mission workers, that we interest the youth of the 
Church in missions. The work itself is so great that every Christian is needed 
to carry it on, and if we are earnest ourselves so will we communicate that 
earnestness and enthusiasm to those about us. I am glad to tell you that this 
desire for interesting and enlisting the young is increasing among the members 
of the Kansas Synod, as well as throughout the Lutheran Church every where, 
and we would have you realize, as one of the most effective aids to this work, 
the religious literature published by our General Literature Committee and 
placed in the hands of the children. 

This is emphatically a reading age. What better can we do than impart 
missionary intelligence into the earliest years of the children of to-day? Let 
the children of our churches be organized. We must organize them from 
their earliest years—begin with the “Cradle Roll,” as suggested by Miss Mary 
Hay Morris, and as the little ones grow up they will be taught that they are 
already members of the Children’s Mission Band, and will become more inter- 
ested than their predecessors were at any age. 

I am pleased to tell you that there is at least one such pein Sa 
Kansas Synod, that of Lawrence. 

Where it is not practicable to have a mission band meet regularly, then | 
would suggest that you organize one at any rate, and no doubt your Sunday- 
school superintendent would allow you the privilege of using the missionary 
catechism one Sabbath out of four, in place of the regular lesson for such 
children. 

We would also recommend the holding of public meetings, and enlist as 
many in the exercises as possible; their performances will not only interest 


‘themselves but the audience, and create a desire for more such information and 


entertainments, besides it will money into the treasury which would 


otherwise have been spent for naught. Let us not lose sight of the fact that 


the children’s organizations do not consist in what they can at present accom 
plish, but as we train them now so will they be as they grow up. This 
thought leads me to speak of the importance of our 

MISSIONARY LITERATURE, 

We wish it were in the power of my pen to write the words that fill my 
mind on this subject. We know of no power equal to the printed page, either 
morally or immorally. 

Come to our literature table and examine the material we have, and take 
some of it home with you. 

Oh, let us remember and practice the words of the Psalmist, “ Blessed are 
ye that sow beside all waters.” Let us give for the dissemination of mission- 
ary literature. Even a smail tract given now may be the means of a soul's 
conversion, and this convert may be instrumental in converting other sonls 
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and may consecrate all pis powers and property to God, so that when years 
have passed away the pennies or dollars even to buy the tract, or a 
Bible it may be, may have, with God's blessing, saved many precious souls. 
Ob what a pleasure to feel that we have sown some good seed in God's vine- 
yard! 

SYNODICAL REPORTER. 

During the year past I have tried to the best of my ability to keep in touch 
and sympathy with the various Societies throughout the State, and as editor of 
the Reporter much correspondence was necessary, that I might have some 
news from sister Societies to report from quarter to quarter. 

The work of the year has been a laborious one, and sometimes I have felt 
myself shrinking from the duty; then would come some loving words of re- 
membrance of friends, or sometimes in my darkest hours the loving Father in 
heaven would remind me of my want of faith an! trust, and I fully believe 
that there has been a Providence in it all; and while I have had my misgiving 
as to my own ability in editing, | want to bear testimony to the aid which has 
been given me by the synodical officers, and to Mrs. Altman especially for 
preparing the questions and and answers for that column of our paper. 

One Society has been reorganized duting the year, that at Perth, in Sumner 
county, in the Wellington charge. This organization deserves special men- 
tion, having been effected at a time when they were without a pastor. I think 
I may be excused if I quote from a letter recently received from one of their 
number. She says: “ We reurganized May sth with six ladies; at first it was 
quite discouraging, but we had a President that was not casily discouraged, 
and we continued to meet every two wecks; a few times there were not 
enough present to hold a regular meeting, but we have continued, and now 
we have fourteen members; several of them are quite young, but they are 
really interested, and take an active part in all the exercises. We love the 
cause, i: is so dear to us, and we wonder how those who have taken the vows 
of the Church upon them can be so indifferent as they seem to be. 

Just here we want to suggest that at this convention you discuss the pro- 
priety of putting en Organizer in the field, one who could spend at least a few 
days in every congregation needing her services, in order to thorougt ly instruct 
our auxiliaries in our plans and methods. The expense need not be much, 
and might be met by the proceeds cf a public meeting or concert. Our con- 
ference committees should act in this capacity, and, | am sure, any of the 
Superintendents would be willing to visit such societies in their bounds if in- 
vited to do so, and we would like to emphasize the theory or practice of per- 
sonal visits between neighboring societies. Some of our eastern societies have 
found this plan to be a good one and recommend it. 

We would not have you understand trom this suggestion that we depreciate 
in any degree the Synodical Reporter, for this was started five years ago at my 
own suggestion, deeming that to be the best thing to do at that time. Previous 
to that, we had suggested an Organizer to be put in the work, but the way did 
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not seem possible; and although seven years have faded away since that time, 
we are none the less enthusiastic about it, and we fee] more than ever im- 
pressed with its importance. We trust the matter of continuing the Reporter, 
and also of the Organizer, will be fully discussed—the propriety of one or 
both. | 

We heartily endorse the plan recently adopted by the General Executive 
Committee of appointing a day for thank-offering throughout our Church, and 
trust it will be encouraged by the women of the Kansas Synod. I need not 
speak of the importance of this at this time, as you have, no doubt, long ere 
this received the letter sent you in regard to it. 

Your mite and mine may be small, but let us give what we can in God's 
name and He will bless it to His praise. 

And now, before bringing my remarks to a close, I want to refer you to 
the fact that notwithstanding the great financial depression of the past year 
and the failure of crops in many places within the bounds of our Synod—so 
far as I know not a single society that was in existence one year ago has dis- 
banded. Not one of these has succumbed to the drouth; true, some of them 
are weak, and like the babe in the cradle they need the fostering care of a 
geod nurse and some strengthening cordial in the way of our good missionary 
literature, sealed by the prayers and faith of some godly sisters in the work. 
Sisters, let us nourish these weakened societies as best we can; do not let them 
die for want of care. . 

There have been no conference meetings of the brethren during the year 
past, consequently our Synodical Conference Committee did not meet. This 
we believe was more owirg to the financial condition of the Church, and 
country as well, than to lack of interest. ‘The chairmen of the committees as 
far as I know have endeavored by cerrespondence with unorganized socicties, 
to do what they could. God will surely bless your service, although to you 
the work has seemed meagre, indeed. And now, although we feel that our 
report is not what we wish it were, still we come rejoicing that even a small 
portivn of the harvest ficld has been gleaned, and whoever has charge of this 
field another year has my prayers and sympathy, realizing the fact, that as we 
advance new possibilitics open up before us, and while we may not accom: lish 
what we desire in one or many years, still the work is going on, and how 
much better we feel to know that we have done something for the extension 
of Christ's kingdom. 

In our Societies the large work of religious education is progressing, and 
we feel that the Synodical Reporter has done its share of the work in keeping 
together at least these bonds of union among our Societies. In regard to its 
future, it has been suggested that a stock company be organized, and an 
editor be appointed; in both of these plans we see advantages as well as 
difficulties. The present plan gives the President more opportunity of direct 
communication with Auxiliary Societies—and while it requires a greater 
amount of work for the President, we believe it makes each party feel more 
near each other and more in sympathy. 
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And now, dear sisters, we must address ourselves to the duties of the hour. 
Let us endeavor to realize, as we are now ready for the work of the con- 
Yention, that the one greatest qualification for our work is a consecration of 
ourselves to the Master’s work. 

+ Let us yield ourselves to the influence of the Iloly Spirit, and thus get a 
foretaste of the blessedness of being in His service, knowing that when we 
reach this height we have strength in weakness, and in His name may under- 
take the duties of the convention assured of success.

The convention was fivored at this time by remarks from Dr. 
Barnitz, upon the interesting theme of Home Missions. 

On motion, the hour of adjournment of afternoon sessions was 
fixed at four o’clock. 

Adjourned with prayer.

Mrs, President; 1 herewith present my first report as Histotian of the 
Kansas Synodical Society. One year ago, I received from the President and 
also past Historian, the collection of historical matter, consisting of the Min- 
ates of this Synodical Society that have been held from the beginning of the 
work, down to the present date, thirteen in all; also a complete set of 
Synodical Reporters, and a few of the reports of the Piennial Conventions. 
To this collection I have added during the year, a copy of the Omaha Con- 
vention, also the Minutes of our last Synodical Convention at First Church, 
Kansas City, Mo., the four copies of cur Synodical Reporter, and ten copies 
of the Lutheran Era, beginning with January ist, 1894, each copy containing 
a sketch of this Society from its organization, 1880, and will be continued up 
to the present time. 

At the beginning of the year I was requested by the President, if possible, 
to trace the charter; in this ] have been unsuccessfu', and fear it is a thing of 
the past. As I understand the office of Historian of a Synodical Society, it is 
her duty to collect and preserve all material of a historic character pertaining 
to that society. However, if the object is to preserve material from the work 
at large, would recommend that a copy of the A/issionary Yournal and 
Alission Studies be added henceforth as they are issued. 1 would also sug- 
gest that some permanent place be decided upon for this collection, as the 
bulk is becoming too large to carry to convertion from year to year.

FIRST SESSION. 


The Second Annual Convention of this Union of Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies convened at 9 a. m., Thursday, October 18th, 


1894, in the Swedish Lutheran Church of Topeka, Kans., and —

Dear Friends ; \t is a great disappointment to me not to be present at this 
the first regular convention of Lutheran Young People of Kansas, under the - 
auspices of the new Lutheran Union. My deep interest and hearty sympathy 
are with you, however, and I pray that God’s presence may attend you in the 
directing, quickening power of the Holy Spirit. 

As your President, during the year that has closed, it is incumbent upon me 
to lay before you a report of my actions in that capacity. 

It was understood by all that the part of your officers consisted in publishing 


; to the young Lutherans of Kansas State and Synod the proposed plans of the 


projected Union, and to enlist their co-operation. 

It was understood by all, of course, that the organization formed in Kansas 
City just one year agu (October 18, 1893) was entirely provisional. A com- 
mittee was appointed to draft and submit a constitution for permanent organi- 
zation at this (1894) meeting. Accordingly it seemed inadvisable to your 
President to undertake any general or definite campaign until that committee 
should have reported. 

During the spring I sent out to the pastors of Kansas Synod requests for 
statistics of local societies, to which requests I received a large number of 
replies. The information thus gathered was handed over to the Secretary as 
a basis for ber report at this convention. 

Early in September I received from Rev. S. G. Dornblaser, Chairman of the 
Committee on Constitution, a report of the Constitution recommended by the 
Committee, and suggestions with reference to arrangements for this convention. 

In pursuance of the Committee’s recommendations, which seemed wise, your 
President prepared a statement setting forth the project of Union, and urging 
all| young Lutherans of the State to have representatives in this convention, 
This printed circular, with copies of the proposed Constitution, was sent to all 
Lutheran pastors of Kansas, without regard to nationality or Synocical con- 

Circumstances at this time compelled my removal from Kansas, and all mat- 
ters relating to the Convention in Topeka were turned over to the Rev. I. B. 
Heisey, the Vice-President. He has been tireless in his activity in bebalf of a 


- successful meeting.

Your Secretary has made an effort to give an exact statement of the state of 
the young people’s work in our Synod, and has the following to report: 
There are thirty-two Young People’s Societies in our Synod, of which Aventy- 
six are Y. P. S.C. E., Avo are Y. P. L. A., one Luther League, one Society of 
King’s Daughters, one Young Men's Sunday Evening Club, and ome Children’s 
Society called Little Gleaners. Of the Christian Endeavor Societies, the Mt. 
Zion Society at Banner City and the First Lutheran Society at Effingham are 
Union—that is, there is a proportion of members from other churches. The 
societies at Abilene, Atchison, St. James of Banner City, Scherer Memorial at 
Chapman, Emporia, Eureka, Bethel Church at Hardy, Neb., First Lutheran, 
Kansas City, Childrens’ Memorial, Kansas City, Lawrence, Leavenworth, St. 
Paul’s, Minneapolis, and St. John’s, Minneapolis, St. Paul’s, New Cambria, 
Norcatur, Peabody, Salina; Topeka, Valley Falls, Vinland, Barnes, Waterville, 

Wellington, Whitewater and Beloit, are all Y. P.S.C.E. Emporia rejoices in 
the name of Augsburg Society of Christian Endeavor, Abilene and Ottawa have 
Lutheran Alliance Societies, East Norway has a Luther League, St. Joseph, 
the Society of King’s Daughters and Young Men’s Sungay Evening Club, and 
Leavenworth the Society of Little Gleaners. But, notwithstanding the diversity 
of names, all our societies have the same object in view—the training of the 
young people in Christian work and the upbuilding and strengthening of our 
own church. The total membership of these societies, so far as reported, is 
960. The societies at East Norway, Eureka, Effingham, Valley Falls, Nor- 
catur and Abilene bave organized or reorganized in some cases, this year, mak- 
ing a gain of six societies and 192 new workers since our meeting at Kansas 
City. 

Now if in an unorganized condition we could make a gain of one-fifth 
in societies and membership, what can we not accomplish when our armor 
is fully adjusted and we are fully equipped for the work? There are thou- 
sands of Lutheran young people in our State who have not yet enlisted for 
Christ and the Church, and there are many thousands more who have no 
church home whatever—young people who do not know the voice of the Mas- 
ter and find no place in any branch of His Church. Young Lutherans of Kan- 
sas and Kansas Synod, do you not see what a great work is before you? Are 
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loyal Lutherans ready to march shoulder to shoulder with a firm, unfal- 

step, and do whatever your hands find to do for the upbuilding of our 
Church? Is your Society a power for good in your own home, and is your 
-hurch growing in favor in the community in which you live? If every one of 
us could answer, Y¢s, what joy would fill all our hearts to-day! My dear 
friends of all these grand Lutheran Societies, let us, as the years go by, see to 
it not only that we have more Societies and many members, but wherever 
there is a Lutheran Young Peopie’s Society let us also see to it that we have 
such a strong, true and loyal membership that our church will be honored in

Constitution of the Luther League of Kansas and Kansas Synod. 

We, the Young People of the Lutheran Churches of the State of Kansas, 

and Synod of Kansas, do ordain and establish this Constitution for our 
| PREAMBLE. 

The idea of forming a State League rests upon the principle of co-opera- 
tion, The movement is started with the hope of bringing together the young 
people of the churches connected with the various general bodies of the 
Lutheran Church—of with the idea of forming a NEW body, nor of exerting 
an influence in| favor of one or the other of the existing bodies, nor yet of 
antagonizing any of them; but with the hope that by means of stated meet- 
ings, conventions and rallies, we might get to know each other better. 
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Therefore, any Young leople’s Socicty, it matters not its name, whether it 
be Young People’s, Young Men's or Young Ladies’ Society of Christian En- 
deavor, King’s Daughters, Luther Alliance, League or Association—provided 
only, that it be devotional in character and connected with a Lutheran 
church—is eligible to membership in the Luther League of Kansas and 


Kansas Synod. 
Articte Name. 


Section 1. This body shall be known as the Luther League of Kansas and 
Kansas Synod. 
Articie Il. Object. 


Section 1. The object of this League shall be : 
First. To encourage the formation of Young People's Societies in all the 


Lutheran congregations in this State and Synod. 
Second, To stimulate the various Young People’s Societies to greater activity 


’ im their respective churches; to assist in keeping the young people confirmed 
in the Church true to their confirmation vows; to secure the active co-opera- 
tion and assistance of the young people to their pastors in maintaining and

Third. To create a strong bond of friendship among the members of the

Fourth. To facilitate the introduction to any society of a member coming 


into its bounds from another. 

To protect and guard our young people against dangerous and vicious 
influences of various unchurchly and unbelieving associations surrounding

SECTION 1. Every society, of whatever name, connected with the Lutheran 
Church, whose admission shall have been recommended by the Committee on 
Credentials, is entitled to membership. 

Articte IV. Aepresentation. 

Section 1. Each Society may send as many celegates to conventions as 
may desire to go. However, on request of three members of the convention, 
each local Society shall vote asa unit, having but one vote; the majority of 
the delegation from each local Society shall determine what such vote shall be. 

Articte A/ecting:. 


Section 1. Conventions shall be held annually at such time and place as 
the Executive Committee may designate, and may consist of as many sessions 
as may be deemed necessary. One month’s notice of such convention, with

Fourth. Nominating Committee, whose duty it shall be to. present at least 
two nominees for each of the various offices, when the time for election has 
arrived. The Convention may add to this list of nominees if so desired. 

ARTICLE VIII. Officers, Committees, ete. 


Section 1. None but duly accredited delegates shall be eligible to office, 


but any member of an organization connected with this body may be ap- 
pointed on Committees. 

Sec. 2. Officers shall be elected by ballot at the last business session of the 
annual convention, and shall serve until their successors shall have been 
elected. | 
Sec. 4. Vacancies which shall occur in the Board of Officers, or in the 
Committee, ed interim, shall be filled by appointment by the President. 

Sec. 5. Should the Presidency become vacant the Vice-President shall elect 
one of their number to fill the vacancy. 


ARTICLE IX. Quorum. 
Section I. The delegates present shall constitute a quorum. 
Adjourned to meet at 2:00 p. m.
